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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTIOM 


Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  in  December,  estimated  at’  44,195^000 
gallons,,  was  4 percent  less  than  in  December  1959^  was  12  percent' more' than  the 
195^-58  average  for  the  month,  the  Chop  Reportihg  Board  reports.  ' The' change  from 
November  to  December  this  year  was  a decline  of '6  percent,  which  was’  the  same  as  the 
5 -year  average  for  these  months.  In  1959^  output  advanced  3 percent  from  November 
to  December.'  Ice  cream  manufactured . in  the  United  States  during  i960  totaled 
700,650,000  gallons,  which  was  topped  only  in  1946.  This  was  only, fractionally 
hi^er  than  the  1959  output,  but  was  10  percent  greater  than  the  j.954-58.  annual 
average.  Temperatures  during  December  averaged  below  normal  in  most,  of  the, country 
except  a section  of  the  northern  Rockies  and  Great  Plains  and  an  area  from  t^ie  west 
central  Great  Plains  to  southwestern  Minnesota.  Smaller  areas  of  abQVCrnorcial 
temperatures  were  along  the  Pacific  Coast  and  northern  Maine. 

Compared  with  December  1959^  production  decreased  in  all  regions  of  the  country 
except  the  North  Atlantic  States,  where  it  remained  steady.  Output  declined- 2 per- 
cent in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  3 percent  in  the  West  North  Central.  A 5- 
percent  loss  was  sho'wn  in  the  South  Atlantic  States.  Production  was -11  percent  less* 
in  all  the  remaining  regions.  In  the  three  leading  ice  cream -producing  states, output 
was  up  3 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  but  down  1 percent  in  New  York  and  12  percent  in 
California. 

December  ice  cream  production  exceeded  the  1954-58  average  for  the  month  in  all 
regions  except  the  South  Central,  where  it  was  2 percent  lower . Gains  of ' 10  percent 
occurred  in  the  West  North  Central  States,  the  Mountain,  and  the  Pacific i Production 
increased  12  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  I7  percent  in  the  South  Atlan- 
tic. A 19-percent  Increase  was  shown  in  the  East  North  Central  States.  Output  was 
up  5 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  12  percent  in  California,  and  15  percent ' in ' New ' York .

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Ice  milk,  production  during  DeceiTiter  was  estimated  at  6,3^0,000  gallons,  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  vas  fractionally  less  than  in  December  a year 
earlier  but  43  percent  greater  than  the  1954-58  average  for  the  month.  Total  pro- 
duction in  i960  was  up  7 percent  from  1959  and  43  percent  from  the  5 -year  average. 

Compared  with  December  1959?  production  was  less  in  the  North  Atlantic  States 
and  the  West,  and  was  unchanged  in  the  South  Atlantic,  Increased  production  occurred 
in  the  other  regions.  Output  decreased  I5  percent  from  November  to  December  this 
year,  compared  with  6 percent  last  year  and  l4  percent  on  the  average  in  the  period 

1954-58.

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  vith  fats  and  oils  other 
than  millvfat  in  December  was  2,205,000  gallons.  This  was  8 percent  less  than  in 
December  1959,  vas  28  percent  more  than  the  195^-58  average  for  the  month.  The 
12 -months*  total  production  in  i960  was  7 percent  larger  than  that  of  1959  and  was  3^ 
percent  greater  tiian  the  average  of  the  years  195^^-58. 

Production  increased  from  December  1959  in  Oregon,  Louisiana,  and  South 
Carolina,  while  it  held  steady  in  Arkansas  and  Arizona.  All  other  important- 
producing  states  showed  decreases.  The  20-percent  decrease  from  November  to  Decem- 
ber i960  contrasts  with  a 1-percent  gain  in  1959  and  an  11 -percent  average  seasonal 
decline  in  the  5 -year  period.
